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1. Wateh towers have been built at intervals of about 500m. along the 

Polish side of the border between Poland and Guechoslovakia in the vicinity 
of the Pragne-Datedsice (Q50/X89) railroad crossing. These towers are 5 

to 6m. hich ani are connected by telephone and a hand orerated alarm siren. 
The posts are manned at all times by two guards on six-hour vatchos, Each 
witch carries one light machine gun (German nodel IMG) with a sealed mni- 
$iona box and a cartridge belt. In addition, each post is equipped with 
one PPSh., sub-machine gun. The LMG's are not often cleaned or oiled, and 
in winter the water jacket is net filled. Wo target practices are held. 


2, Border trenches, 10 m. lent and 5 m. deep, are spaced at 75 m. intervals 
along the border, A barbed wire barricade, 13m. wide, has been ersctad 
and foot traps made of fine wire pegged to the ground and hidden in. the 
grass are grouped around the rail line near the frontier crossing. An 
alarm wire ig stretched between the watch towera in the grass ahout 5 em, 
above the ground, ‘“henever it is disturbed, as it often is by rabbits, 

a rad light goes on in the nearest watch tower. The light is operated by 
two smal wet-cell batteries stored in the tower. 


3, About 25 m. from the alarm wire on the side away from the berder, patrols 
of 3 or 4 men are stationed at 250 m. intervals. They are armed with PPSh. 
sub-machine puns and flashlights. Secondary mounted patrols armed with 
PPSh. sub-machine guns or rapid-fire German veapons and degs are stationed 
about 50 mn. farther from the border. 


4. Customs officials at the border railroad crossing wear green uniforms and 
fouwr-cornered hats. Personnel of the Border Guard Corps (JOP) command
